’{n July, 1912, Mr. Hitcheock presented 
an ‘amendment to it that was in -most 
respects. similar “to the amendment he 
proposed .to-day. Some changes: from 
the original amendment, it is understood, 
were made after Attorney General Mc- 

_ Reynolds had talked with Senators Sim- 
mons and Hitchcock. 

The Hitchcock proposal’ is condeaily 
regarded as expressing the Attorney 
General's * views, and while it has not 
been publicity indorsed; or, as far as 
known, even privately sanctioned "by 
President Wilson, Senators are inclined 
to look on it as embodying a purpose | 
with which the Administration sympa- 
thizes. 

No. hesitation was shown by -Mr. 
Hitchcock in asserting that the purpose 
of the bill was to place such an embargo 
on the output of. big. tébacco,and snuff 
companies that mey could not ‘compete 
successfully with thein gmaller competi- 
tors, the so-called * mdépendents.’”’ The 
American Tobacco Company, Liggett &. 
Myers; “Lorillard & Co., the. American 
Snuft Company,, the G: W. Helme Com- 
‘pany, and the Weyman & Bruton Com- 
pany, the last*three being heavy manu- 
factuvers of snuff, were named by Mr. 
Hitechcgck as concerns that would be af-: 
fected adversely by his proposal. 

Hitchcock Explains... 
The dominant idea im. the’ gmendment 


is ‘was explained by Mr, Hitchoock in| a 


brief speech thane he, negates Ag ge 
the Senate. 

“My amendment,” he said, “ is ‘“ 
only to raise revenue by a high tax on 
the gréat corporations, but it is a regu- 
latory measure which will enable the: 
indépendent manufacturer to-live. .Con- 
gress has passed a law: destroying mo- 
nopoly and the people had fondly_hoped 
that _purpose would be -actomplished. 
But the decree of the Supreme: Court 
of the United States. permitted. the Tq 
bacco Trust to’ continue as four ass 
ated trusts, with the same stockholde 
and controlled by the .same interésts. 
The question is: Shall this condition be 
permitted to continue? It is impossible 
te interfere with the decree entered by 
the Supreme Court, but it is possible for 
Congress, with ‘its great er of tax- 
ation, to regulate jt not to destroy these 
associated trusts.’* 

‘ Mr. Hitchcock referred to the laws 
“taxing oleomargarine, sulphur matches, 
. and State hanknotes. 

“My. amendment,"’ he went on, “ ex- 
empts competisive- companies, os will 
fall on the concerns that are 
violators of the sapiyte of the law. If 
ic works in regard to this, industry,, it 
may be applied. to others.” 

Mr. Hitchcock referred to: his proposed 
tax as an “ addittona) progressive éxcise 
tax.”’. The amendment provides. in. sub- 
stance that manufactured ‘tobacco of 
over 80,000,000 pounds and snuff of 
over 4,000,000 pounds, produced by y ony 
one tobacco company.in one year, sh 
be taxed 1. cent a, pound for the first 
rrillion pounds per quarter, 2 cents 
a pound for the second million pounds 
per quarter, and on a similar progres- 
sive scale up to 6 cents a pound per 
quarter. ‘Thesé taxes on tobacco, he ex- 


plained, would .be additional to the 8|h 


eents a pound inland revenue tax, and 
inare were provisions for. the eats 
taxation of cigars and cigarettes.

CONVICT 88 PICKETS 
IN PATERSON STRIKE, 


Men Found Guilty of Unlawful 
Assembly for Blocking the 
Streets Near Silk Mills. -

PATERSON, 'N. J., June 5.—After be- 
ing out for less than an hour this after- 
noon, the jury in the trial of forty-one 
strikers, arrested on April 25 charged, 
with unlawful: assembly while doing 
picket duty: around the Harding Mill, in 
Straight Street, found thirty-eight. of} 
the accused persons guilty and acquit- | 
ted three others. Judge Abram Klenert 
told the jury in his charge ‘that the legat 
right of the strikers. to picket the mills 
was not the issue at stake, as the de- 
fense attempted to make’ ott. « - 

“Tf, as the prosecution contends, these 
‘meén “defied the authority of the con- 
stituted police authorities in refusing to 
open a public street to. the ‘free use of 
the . public, and if,-as the: prosecution 
contends,” he said} :‘‘ théy were there 
for idle ‘and unlawful purposes, then 
your duty is plain.” 

In his charge the Judgé pointed out 
that three of those under indictment 
liad proved that they were in the vicin- 
ity. by.. chance and. that they were not 
strikers. and» had no interest in the 
strike. They should be acquitted, he 
said. The penalty. for unlawful assem- 
bty is one°to three years in, State prison 
or $500 fine or both. . The convicted.

Sived Work. fact that the Carne- 
gie Foundation, by refusing aid in ,the 
maintenance of certain’ medical schools 
and in the establishment of certain oth- 
ers, has in this indirect way not only 
prévented their numbers from increas- 
‘ing, but has’ very efficiently helped in 
driving not a few of them out of exist- 
ence. 

It is easy enough to describe this as 
*‘ strangling ’’ the smaller and weaker 
schools, and when that term is used, es- 
pecially if the victims of the ‘“ strangu- 
lation ’’ are somehow connected with a 
religious sect or denomination, the un- 
informed can be persuaded that the 
Foundation’s work in this direction is 
highly reprehensible. The argument, 
however, like many another, depends for 
force entirely. upon an agilé leap by its 
maker from a false assumption to a con- 
clusion that would be true if the assump~ 
tion were. correct. 

The’ anti-vivisectionists use the same 
device constantly by asking people if 
they do not hate and want to stop cruel- 
ty to animals and then including in 
their own ranks. everybody” who says 
‘Yes!’ which ,of course everybody 
promptly does. Equally of course, only 
those remain there who do not stop to 
think that animal experimentation is not 
necessarily cruel, and that even for the 
infliction of pain, upon animals as upon 
human beings, there may be and often 
is full justification in motive and results: 

The Carnegie Foundation is doubtless 
inflicting pain, and a lot of it, on 
some small medical schools, sectarian 
and others. It has ‘strangled ’’ some 
of them, if one chooses to call it that, 
but of all the Foundation’s many and 
great achievements few, if any, are more 
creditable, for the effect. has been a 
steady raising of the standard of medi- 
cal education in the United States, and 
to it is-due in no small measure the grat- 
‘ifying fact that in no country in the 
world can young doctors now find better 
teaching in “general or special practice 
than here. 

We still have, to be sure, some medical 
colleges that are none the less poor be- 
cause they are honest, and some that are 
mere diploma factories and utterly dis- 
honest, but the wise discrimination with 
which the Carnegie Foundation allots 
dts favor and money has so strengthened 
the better schools that their yndeserving 
rivals are’ at about their last gasp. 

‘Hence the lamentations’ which are ’ris- 
ing froth various quarters.. They should 
excite satisfaction, not pity or indigna- 
tion.

The necessity for establishing the after- 
noon tea habit among American men had 
not hitherto forced itself upon any large 
amount of local attention, but unreal- 
ized needs are often great; and as a sub- 
stitute for an afternoon highball habit 
its superiority wold be obvious. Aft- 
ernoon tea never sharpened @ parricidal 
axe, it never started the widow’s or the 
orphan’s tear, and it never made a ten- 
ant: farmer shoot at his landlord—and 
miés }ffm. All these things and worse, 
‘if-worse can be, afternoon highbalis con- 
ceivably may do and probably have 
done. Let us, then, putting aside all an- 
cient memories of prison ships and Hes- 
sian raids, accept the advice and follow 
the example of these good friends and 
sportsmen.

Conference: of. Mayors Hears Ed- 
wards Outline Successful Street 
Cleaning Methods. 


Special to The New York Times. 
BINGHAMTON, June 5.—In‘a lengthy 
address before the Conference of:Mayors 
of Cities here to-day Thomas Carmody, 
Attorney General, held the brief that 
without a constitutional amendment the 
Legislature was prevented from grant- 
ing substantial home rule to cities, He 
said the Legislature, by the recently é6n- 
acted so-called Home Rule,bill; might 
have ‘“ supplemented grants ‘already 


to the Législature for enabling acts _to 
permit them to do something which -the 
Legislature has full power to give thém; 
(the cities,) and which:the Legislature, 
by genera] law, has given to some and 
should give to all of -them.”’ 
Then Mr. Carmody said: 
“In the last Legislature some eighty- 
five bills were passed affecting, directly 
or indirectly, the affairs of cities which 
were vetoed by Goy. Sulzer; while, sixty 
bills affecting the affairs of. cities. were } 
signed. This shows the enormous tax 
upon the Legislature made by the dif- 
ferent cities, and it also indicates the 
very imperfect power which cities now 
possess.’’ _ 
In. discussing the Home Rule bill, ‘Mr. 
Carmody said that Section .20 contained 
the comprehensive provision:.‘‘ To éexer- 
cise all powers necessary and proper for 
into .execution the powers 
granted to the city,"\and added: 

‘Keeping in mind the provision of the 
law in Section 19, that. no epumeration 
of powers in this or any other law will 
operate to restrict the meaning of the 
general grant of powers, or to, exclude 
other powers comprehended within..this 
general. grant, the rule of construction 
in respect to municipal powers seems to 
be changed. 

Construction Reversed. 


“Heretofore the rule of construction 
in respect to powers granted to cities by 
the Legislature was that all powers not 
granted*are withheld. These provisions 
are intended to, reverse that-rule and to 
provide that all powers not withheld are 
granted. This; perhaps, ‘is: the most 
important feature of the Home “Rule 
law, and if it stands the test of consti- 
tutional and legal construction, it -will 
undoubtedly be the source of greatly en- 
larged powers in cities, for, if cities are 
given power. to régulate; manage, ‘and 
control their property and local affairs; 
and are given all, the rights, privileges, 
and jurisdiction necessary for carrying 
such powers into execution; then .the 
Legislature’ has practically. placed: un- 
limited home rule in the power of cities, 
so far as concerns purehy municipal af- 


fairs.”’ i 
_ The. Attorney General contin ued’: ag 

“ Although the Constitution expressly | 
authorizes’ the Legislature to delegate 
certain powers-to cities and incorporated 
villages, in respect to their own af- 
‘fairs, that delegation’ of power is lim- 
ited in respect. to certain. specific. mat- 
ters, namely, the power of taxation, as- 
sessment, borrowing money, contracting 
debts, and loaning credits. We must 
‘bear-in mind that the Legislature ‘de- 
rives its authority to grant powers to 
cities: from the Constitution, and the 
cities derive their powers from the Leg- 
islature:’ Every grant of power, .there- 
fore, must be authorized, either in ex- 
press terms or by implieation, by the 
Constitution of the Staté, 

‘‘In so much’ as the ‘Constitution has’ 
only limited the = of the Legislature 
in certain respects, with these excep- 
tions, the power of the Legislature to 
make grants to cities in respect to mu- 
nicipdl affairs seems to. be unlimited. 
There must be borne in mind, however, 
the principle which. the courts have 
never lost sight of—that the legislative 
power is in the Legislature of the State, 
and that, in dealing with cities, it can 
delegate. powers of legislation only in 
respect to those affairs that are purely 
municipal, that are common -to cities 
and that do not pertain to rights of 
property or rights of citizens in the 
broader sense in which they are defined 
by ‘our laws. In other words, no State 
function can be delegated by the Legis- 
lature to a city.
